French Visitor 
Urges Closer 
Student Ties

Toronto— (CUP) — One of the 
aims of French Foreign Affairs 
Minister Robert Schuman's visit to 
Canada Is the promotion of stud- 
ent exchanges between France and 
Canada, Schuman announced re- 
cently during a visit to the Uni- 
versity of Toronto. 

"I will contribute all in my pow- 
er to develop Ihc exchange of pro- 
fessors, technicians and students," 
Schuman said. "French .students 
like to stay at home. When I re- 
turn I will make 'propaganda* in 
the French universities. With bet- 
ter organization we hope to have 
more student exchanges.'? 

Asked about the reaction of the 
UN to President Truman's an- 
nouncement that the Russians have 
the Atomic Bomb, he replied they 
had already known about it, and 
that it was of no interest at all. 
Adenauer "Lofical Oonc" 

Commenting on the appointment 
o( Conrad Adenauer as Chancellor 
of the West German Republic, he 
said the choice was a logical one, 
as Adenauer is the leader of the 
Christian Democrat Union, the most 
powerful party in the new repub- 
lic. 

"It is too soon to say whether 
any German can be a friend of 
France." he continued, "but he 
comes from the Rhineland, the part 
of Germany closest to .France. In 
this there Is hope for lasting 
friendship." 

The French official arrived at 
Simcoc Hall at 12 noon, accom- 
panied by Hubert Guerin, Ambas- 
sador dc France, Paul Martin, Con- 
sul in Toronto, and Gucrin's mili- 
tary attache, Colonel Gilbert An- 
drier. The escort provided was led 
by two RCMP constables in their 
red dress, tunics, and by five Can- 
adian Àrmy cars, with four motor- 
cycle policemen. 

Notes Differences 

Asked what differences he had 
noticed between French universities 
and universities here, Schuman re- 
plied he had found differences be- 
tween French and Canadian uni- 
versities and also great differences 
between the six Canadian univer- 
sities he had visited in Quebec and 
Ontario. One major difference he 
had noticed was that French uni- 
versities have no colleges. They 
have different lodgings for students 
but these are entirely separate 
from the university. 

The chairman of the campus ISS. 
Bill .MacDouggal. said that he was 
pleasced to hear of Schuman'c 
promised aid. "It is a fact that Can- 
adian students have passed up 
French and other foreign scholar- 
ships because they haven't heard 
about them. A man of such emin- 
ence promoting the exchanges will 
help us In our plans to publicize 
these opportunities."

Why Thirty 



When newsmen write a story 
they usually put a '-.■iO" at the end 
of It, though none of them appar- 
ently knows why thin symbol is 
UMd. In 1932 Charles W. Harper cf 
Utlca Press, N.Y., listed the follow- 
ing possible explanations: 

1. When newspaper stories were 
written and scl by hand, a period 
was indicated by ".x" in the manu- 
script copy; the end of a paragraph 
hy "XX" and the end of the stooy 
; by "XXX," which has many symbol- 
ic meanings, among them "thirty" 
in Roman numerals. 
. 2. The journalistic symbol "30" 
had a peculiar East Indian origin. 
In Bengali, we are told, "80" means 
. "farewell" or "I quit." An English 
officer at Calcutta used the figures 
à', the end of a letter he sent to 
the East India Company In 1758. 
The company, using the figures '>r. 
Its publication, made them "30" by 
mistake. 

3. Typesetting machines that cast 
|-;vthelr type in slug form used to ^ct 

â' maximum length of line known 
to printers as 30 pica cins, so that 
''30" came to mean the end of the 
hflne. Oldtime printers dispute this 
version with the statement that thî 
'"30" symbol Ions antedates the 
slug-cTstinx machinM. 

4. During a diiafter, intormalio.i 
was being wired to the outside 
world by a telegrapher whoit num- 



ber was "30" and who remained at 
his key and met death alter nis 
colleagues had fled. This one Is not 
authenticated, and can be called 
doubtful. 

5. Early telegraph editors had a 
code of their own for side-talk on 
tile wire. The figure "I" means 

wail a minute;" '■4" meant "whc.i 
tiiall 1 proceed?"; ••8" indicated 
"I'm busy"; "13" asked "what's the 
r.)atler?"; "ir* meant "I'm sendinj! 
an important message"; "30" was 
"end of item"; "73" was "kindest 
regards," etc., etc. Railroad light- 
ning slingcrs had another number 
code all their own. ' 

6. Years ago, in the West, befon: 
newspapers had special wh-'es, the 
telegraph operator would write out 
dispatches In long-hand and send 
them to newspapers by messenger. 
His office closed at 3 a.m. and at 
the bottom of the last sheet, he 
wrote 3 o'clock, which was gradu- 
ally changed to "3o'c" then to "3o" 
and at last to ''SO." 

7. When the Associated Press was 
established, each member of the 
association was entitled .to 30 tele- 
gram5 'ciBch'24 hours. WHen the las* 
message was sent, It was marked 
■•30."

He was discovered by ac- 
cident, when a Graduate Student 
happened to chanee upon him 
while looking for a book in the 
section devoted to the economic 
history of the Fiji Islands between 
573 and 531 B.C. The exact cause 
of death is not known as yet, but 
this Is certain: it was by a knife 
through the heart, strangling, a 
bullet through the head, a fatal 
blow on the head, or by some poi- 
son, cither taken, orally or by in- 
jection into the veins. 

There seems to be no doubt about 
the fact that it was murder and a 
dragnet ia already out to find the 
criminals responsible. It Is gen- 
erally believed that they are Fresh- 
men and that they will soon be 
apprehended. 

However, one more factor ente.-s 
into the picture. It has been known 
unofficially for quite some time 
that K7 ' was under suspicion for 



noticed to stop the practice. Some 
sources therefore believe that K7 
might have been "rubbed out" by 
loyal agents and made it appear 
that some Freshmen were guilty. 
It would be quite natural, of 
course, for Marshall Floyer to say 
that he was killed in the line of 
duty even if the above were true. 
Arrangements have not as yet 
been made for the burial of K7, 
but it is practically certain thnt

The 
variations in the Andante are par- 
ticularly fine. 

Schubert's Quintet was compos- 
ed '^in 1819.

ANNOUNCEMENT OF LEADER- 
SHIP TRAINING COURSE 

The Women's Department of Ath- 
letics, Physical Education and Re- 
creation of McGill University is 
sponsoring an introductory course 
in Recreational Leadership for Chil- 
dren|s Groups during the univer- 
sity team of 1949-30. 

The course will be open only to 
women students registered at Mr- 
Gill. Many of these students en- 
gage in volunteer work in the 
community every year; y they are 
employed as Camp counselors and 
as playground workers.
